1 an/ daina^iii}.: Inlluenco 
upon milk or ov. ain. Tho day should 
be over for liulUliai,' creameries or tiu^\ 
toriet upon stllu, so that the spaoe b<y 
DeoUi the floora can become a depoai-' 
tory for all kinds u( rotten dairy ref- 
ute.

It can sourcoiy bo 
c.'tlled a manura or compared with 
sUtble manure, becauso its action it to 
a jrroat extent chemical and to sonio 
extent, perhaps, inorliaaioal. I liav.' 
exporlin.'nti'd with it and havo Si'ea 110 
elToot wliatover from Its use, nnd I 
tliiiik this 1" 'I'l'te a common exiwri- 
ence. On tome aolla It praduoos quit« 
a marked olfcut in ttllToning the straw 
and causing the wheat to ripen oarll. r. 
It may bo bonollcial in a dry season by 
koepliiK the land moist, wh.'ii uo olTr.'l 
woulil ho seen la a w. t s.-asim. It Is 
roi-eiy bunotlcliil on heavy clay lands, 
as it renders them too wet but la often 
valuable on sandy or peaty Inod. Ita 
olTecla are often valuable in destroy- 
ing Inaecla. and it la claimed by some 
fnrinera that the obinoh tni..' never In- 
jures wheat lo wlii.'h salt has h.-.'li ap- 
plied. The best time to apply It Is in 
the early spring, when the wheat hat 
made a atart of four or Ave inohoa. Ex- 
perieii." slo.ws the host r.'siills fnun 
an ap|. Ural ion of about tw o himiii . d 
])ounils to the aero, raokin),'-lioiiso 
salt, or till' refuse salt fi'oni the lali- 
iiorlea, which has been used for salting 
hides. Is better than the fresh article. 
Its well as much cheaper. In England 
its uso la found very beneflcini In grow- 
ing mangel wurjols on sandy land, tho 
yield 1)01111; frroatly liioi'oa.sed hy it. On 
soils d. ll. l.'iit In lim.' th.' h.'st way t.i 
uso Hitll Is to make a brine, and uso it 
In slaking tho lime, whioh it then 
apread on the aurfaoo. It it thought 
to bonoflt pasture to sow from one to 
two hundred pounds to tho aero I.i tho 
sprintf. It la wiso for any farmor hav- 
ing sandy or loamy soil lo oxporinioat 
with salt, ualng it on part of a Held 
nnd noting the result— IKaMo t\ 
Brown, in Ohio t'armtr.

Eleven f,u lions w.t.' .l.'llv.'d'il -i:. 
tho rallrond depot rocoatly by Capialn 
Thorold for sbipmont lo various miiso- 
uuis East They were captured about 
tho Karallonfls. The lions oome up on 
the 1)onrh nn4 rocks to banlf in tbo st)q, 
nnd whil'J they aro asleep the sailors 
crawl up 08 near to them aa possible. 
Almost Invariably th.m.'H lions wake 
up when tho sailors got within ten or 
twelve feot of them, and lift up their 
heads to light Than Is tho sailor's 
opportunity. 

Quick as a flash bo throws a heavy 
canvas sack over the iinlntara hoa<l 
and twists Ihr, sla.'k alioiit its poworful 
jawa. Tho nexl thing lo bo done is to 
get aropo about the lion's fliiipors, 
wliioh rondert him helpless oithor u> 
fight or fly.
